He will go 
immediately to San Diego to take 
charge of the Bishop’s school founded 
upon the Scripps foundation, which 
opens January 4, 1909. r 

The resignation of Rev. Bentham 
came as a surprise at this time, though 
it was well known t**at he would go 
in the not distant future to take charge 
of the new school at San Diego. Many 
heartfelt expressions of regret have 
been heard at the loss to the parish of 
the rector and his good wife who have 
so endeared themselves to their people 
duiing their five years of service in this 
city. 

Rev. Pentham and his wife are well 
fitted for scholastic work. The former 
is a Harvard man and a graduate of 
Berkeley Divinity school of Middle- 
bury, Mass. Mrs. Bentham’s work at 
the head of the English department of 
Marlborough school, Los Angeles, is 
too well known to need comment. Mrs. 
Pentham will continue her work at 
Marlborough during the present school 
year and expects to reside in Sierra 
Madre during that time. This will en¬ 
able the Woman’s club to retain her 
as their president during the term for 
which she was elected. 

For the present no action has been 
taken by the parish of the Church of 
the Ascension looking toward the 
choosing of a new rector. Until such 
action can be taken services will bo 
conducted by some one selected by the 
bishop. Next Sunday morning Rev. 
Bentham will preach his farewell ser-

PUT UP ROAD SIGNS 

^ Sierra Madre’s status as a place on 
the map is now unquestionable. This 
city has been recognized by the Auto 
Club of Southern/California. Early in 
the week a representative of the club 
erected signs olL White Oaks avenue 
near tb«j ipitfarseyion/ of Baldwin and 
SierraU^aotV avenues giving directions 
as jo hbw to r^ach the city. “Slow 
DovVn” signs galling attention to the 
city’s speed Ulnit have also been erected 
at the cit.v limits on Baldwin, Central 
and Sierra Madre avenues. 


NO STAGE LINE 

McNally Declares Observatory 
Trail Will Not Be Used 
For Any Public 
Traffic. 


There will be no stage line running 
up Mt. Wilson next summer unless the 
promoters build a trail which will take 
them on the mountain without crossing 
the property of P. J. McNally. 

In a statement published i/ the^Ffis, - 
adena Star, Mr. McNally said the first 
man who attempted to drive a stage 
over the right-of-way, which he 
granted for the exclusive use of the 
Carnegie Solar Observatory, would 
meet up with trouble in the shape of 
himself and a shot-gun. 

And if the stage business persists, 
Mr. McNally says, he will blow a large¬ 
sized section of the aforesaid trail 
across his land into the adjoining coun¬ 
ties by exploding a stick of dynamite 
under it. 

The story of the proposed stage line 
was made public by Post Brothers. 
They said they expected to have 
the line in working order by 
March 1, making the ascent over the 
observatory trail which, having been 
constructed for the use of the freight 
automobile of the observatory, is wide 
enough for any ordinary purpose. 

The only difficulty they anticipated 
was the action at law over the trail 
brought by Mr. McNally against the 
observatory people, which is set for a 
hearing in February. 

Mr. McNally says this action, no 
matter what its outcome, will not open 
up the trail to the public. He granted 
the right-of-way for the exclusive use 
of the Carnegie investigators, he says, 
and the only point the court will be 
called on to decide is whether he or 
the Carnegie people must assume the 
task of shooing trespassers off it. 

If this task is put upon the insti¬ 
tute, he will see that they do it; if the 
court orders him to keep the trail clear, 
he will do it. 

And, lust to clinch the subject, Mr. 
McNally asserted again that there 
would be no stage line running across 
his property on its way up Mt. Wilson 
as long as he had strength enough to 
block the road.

An Ordinance of the Board of Trus¬ 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre de¬ 
claring its intention to improve a 
portion of Grandin avenue in said 
City of Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Sec. 1. That the public interest and 
convenience require, and that it is the 
intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Sierra Madre to order, the 
following work to be done, to-wit. 

First. That said Grandin avenue 
from the intersection of Auburn ave¬ 
nue on the east to the intersection of 
Lima avenue on the west, including all 
intersections, (except such portions of 
said street and intersections as are re¬ 
quired by law to be kept in order or 
repair by any person or company hav¬ 
ing railroad tracks thereon, and also 
excepting such portions as have al¬ 
ready been graded to the official grade, 
oiled and accepted by said city), be 
graded in accordance with the plans 
and profiles for such work on file in 
the office of the City Engineer of said 
City, and be oiled from the west curb 
line of Auburn avenue on the east to 
the east curb line of Lima avenue on 
the west, all in accordance with such 
plans and profiles and with specifica¬ 
tions for the grading and oiling of 
streets on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of said City, said specifications 
being numbered 10. 

Second. That a cement curb be con¬ 
structed along each side of said Gran¬ 
din avenue between the westerly curb 
line of Auburn avenue on the east and 
the easterly curb line of Lima avenue 
on the west, (except along such por¬ 
tions of said street, between said inter¬ 
sections, where a cement or granite 
curb has been constructed to line and 
grade and accepted by said city), ac¬ 
cording to plans and profiles on file in 
the office of the City Engineer of said 
city, and city specifications for the con¬ 
struction of cement curbs on file in the 
office of the City Clerk of said city, 
said specifications being numbered 2. 

Third. That cement culverts be 
constructed along and across said 
Grandin avenue where shown and of 
the size and dimensions shown, and in 
accordance with the plans and profiles 
for such work on file in the office of 
the City Engineer of said city, and city 
specifications for the construction of 
cement culverts on file in the office of 
the City Clerk of said city, said speci¬ 
fications being numbered 9. 

Sec. 2. The Street Superintendent 
shall post notice of this work, as re¬ 
quired by law, and shall cause said 
notice to be published once per week 
for two successive weeks in the “Sierra 
Madre News,” a weekly newspaper 
published and circulated in said city 
of Sierra Madre, and hereby designated 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. The City Clerk shall certify 
to the adoption of this ordinance, and 
shall cause the same to be published 
once per week for two successive weeks 
in the “Sierra Madre News,” said 
newspaper hereby designated for that 
purpose, and shall post the same con¬ 
spicuously for two days on or near the 
chamber door of the place of meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of said city, 
and thereupon and thereafter the same 
shall take effect and be in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopted 
at a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre,

SOME TEMPERANCE TENDENCIES 

The following editorial is taken from 
the Cedar Ripads (Iowa) Republican, 
a paper which has always been ex¬ 
tremely conservative on temperance 
matters: 

J The statement is made that Presi¬ 
dent-elect Taft has come to a similar 
conclusion as President Elliott of Har¬ 
vard, to let strong drink alone.

TREES AS WEATHER PROJHETS 

In a recent lecture before Throop In¬ 
stitute students Prof. J. C. Kapteyn of 
Holland made some remarkable state¬ 
ments regarding trees as weather re¬ 
corders. After a long study of oak 
trees from different parts of Germany, 
Professor Kapteyn decided, by the ob¬ 
servation of changes in their growth 
that these rings formed a pretty 
accurate register of changes of 
the weather during the life of the tree. 
He found that the changes in the 
growth rings were quite regular, and 


after careful investigation decided that 
the same weather conditions recur ev¬ 
ery 12.4 years. If this conclusion is 
justified, Dr. Kapteyn believes the way 
is for the first time opened, for scien¬ 
tific and accurate prognostication of 
the weather for many years in advance. 
Professor Kapteyn also found, from his 
study of oak trees, that data of great 
importance concerning historical events 
in the past, was given. For instance, 
he was able to make a table showing 
the mean level of the Rhine river dur¬ 
ing a long series of years in the eigh¬ 
teenth century. 

Once when George Ade had written a 
play which proved to bq one of his 
very infrequent failures, a. friend of the

Prof. J. C. Kapteyn Recalled to Uni 
vsrsity but Will Return Next 
Summer

i of which he is a research associate, 
j On first coming here, Dr. Kapteyn 
; expected to make a longer stay, but 
; was suddenly recalled by affairs in 
Holland. He left word with Dr. Geo. 
E. Hale, director of the observatory, 
that he would return about the first 
of next July, to continue his studies, 
for which he finds greater facilities at 
j Mount Wilson than anywhere else he 
has visited. 

Dr. Kapteyn has devoted his time 
for many years to a consideration of 
the general plan of the universe. He 
is the author of innumerable mono¬ 
graphs and scientific papers on the 
subject, and is recognized among as¬ 
tronomers all over the world as the 
highest authority on the distribution 
of stars, and kindred subjects. 

He was appointed a Research As¬ 
sociate of the Carnegie Institution 1 
some time ago, and it is expected that 
In the future he will spend about half 
his time on Mount Wilson. 

Although he has not worked out :

cured during his present trip, he, 
states that he is well satisfied with 
the work, and delighted with the fa¬ 
cilities for work on the peak.

Short Weight Butter.— 

Several Sierra Madre people have 

m 

been taking notice of the ordinance 
recently pasad in Los Angeles prohib¬ 
iting the sale of short weight pack¬ 
ages of butter as pound package;?. 
Some of them began weighing the 
butter received from their grocers and 
found that if the sale had been made 
in Los Angeles the said grocers would 
be subject to prosecution. And it is 
probable also that if tested in court 
the sale of such packages at pound 
quotations would be found illegal any¬ 
where. Of course the fault is not al¬ 
together with the grocers for they 
merely sell the packages as they are 
received from the dairies, buying and 
selling the short weight packages at 
pound rates. But if they would refuse 
to purchase butter from any dairy not 
furnishing full 16-ounce packages the 
practice would soon be discontinued. 
Most of them keep two or more brands 
of butter, at least one brand being 
put up in honest packages. And the 
chief fault of the grocers lies in not 
making clear to customers the differ¬ 
ence in weight. The customer who 
does not weigh the packages often 
buys the brand which is quoted low- 
est without thinking that the differ¬ 
ence in price is due principally to the 
difference in weight. It is bad bus¬ 
iness all the way through and the 
practice ought to receive the same 
sort of attention here that it has been 
given in Los Angeles. Meanwhile 
the only remedy for the consumer is 
to insist on 16-ounce pounds. 

Rats! 

Most men and some women have 
gazed in wonder at the hairdressing 
stunts which have been the fashion of 
late—the kind that look like a bunch 
of pretzels or doughnuts fastened on 
the back of milady’s head. Many a 
man sitting behind such an arrange¬ 
ment on a street car has wondered 
how early in the morning the possessor 
of it had to arise in order to get her 
hair in condition for the public gaze 
by noon. But let him wonder no more. 
Here’s a straight tip from the official 
hairdresser at one of the Pasadena ho¬ 
tels where swelldom hibernates. That 
hairdressing stunt is merely a weekly 
event. Those knots and twists are 
made so tight and the rats and things 
are embedded so firmly that when the 


net is placed around the wad the 
structure resembles reinforced con¬ 
crete for strength.
